U.  S.  "PAMS11  PRIVATE  GOLD 

The  minting  of  all  private  gold 
coinage  was  brought  to  a halt  in 
1-362*  by  Federal  law  after  nearly 
$10,000,000  worth  of  gold  coins  were 
circulated.  It  was  declared  that 
these  private  issues  were  not  legal 
tender  as  some  coins  contained  sil- 
ver, and  some  even  copper.  This 
declaration  started  a stampede  among 
most  coin  holders  who  rushed  to  ex- 
change them  for  regular  currency  at 
United  States  mints.  Had  it  not 
been  for  a few  sentimentalists  and 
amateur  numismatists,  it  is  doubtful 
whether  we  would  have  the  few  coins 
that  we  do  of  that  lusty  period  of 
'1*9.

During  Mexico's  unsettled  year 
of  1913j  the  prevailing  government 
minted  a revolutionary  "hate"  peso 
directed  against  the  inglorious 
half-breed,  Huerta,  who  later  be- 
came the  country's  president,  which 
was  impressed  with  the  words  "Muera 
Huerta"  (Death  to  Huerta).  In  re- 
taliation, Huerta  commanded  his 
followers  to  put  to  death  instantly 
anyone  found  possessing  one  of  these 
dollars  and  many  unsuspecting  Mexi- 
cans of  both  sexes  were  brutally 
murdered.

COIN  DEALERS  BEWARE  1 
An  Arab  vendor  of  old  Roman 
coins  near  the  Pyramids  has 
been  put  out  of  business  be- 
cause of  a mixup  on  dates.  His 
coins  were  stamped  50  B.C. 

1 Police  explained  gently  that 
50  years  before  the  birth  of 
Christ,  even  the  most  bril- 
liant of  the  Romans  did  not 
know  he  was  going  to  be  born. 


When  Tsar  Alexis  of  Russia  tried 
the  old  diminishing  coin  trick  on 
his  downtrodden  and  ignorant  sub- 
jects, he  found  that  his  carefully 
prepared  monetary  illusion  worked 
like  a charm  but  a short  while, that 
is,  until  the  money-wise  peasants 
countered  cleverly  with  a vanishing 
one  of  their  own  which  completely 
stole  the  play  away  from  the  irate 
monarch. 

The  only  coins  circulating  in 
Russia  at  that  time  were  small  bits 
of  silver  dubbed  kopeks  badly  struck 
with  St.  George  on  one  side  and  the 
title  of  the  Tsar  on  the  other.  The 
quality  of  the  silver  and  the  size 
had  varied  at  different  periods. 

When  the  Tsar  attempted  to  reform 
the  currency  with  advantage  to  the 
state  by  diminishing  the  size  of  tie 
kopek,  and  at  the  same  time  produc- 
ing copper  coins  of  the  equal  weight 
size  and  value,  he  found  the  people 
were  not  slow  to  become  coin  col- 
lectors, withdrawing  their  silver 
from  circulation. 

The  result  soon  became  an  explo- 
sive one.  The  value  of  copper  was 
so  far  below  silver  that  the  price 
of  various  articles  increased  in 
ratio  of  one  to  fifteen.  The  high 
cost  of  provisions  started  riots 
and  revolts  that  were  only  put  down 
after  great  bloodshed. 

Although  kopeks  we re  the  only 
coins  in  Russia,  yet  the  accounts 
of  the  Russians  were  ledgered  in 
rubles,  altyns  and  dengas  - a denga 
being  half  a kopek,  an  altyn  being 
three  kopeks,  and  a ruble  one  hun- 
dred kopeks.  Thus  it  was  necessary 
for  small  change  to  use  bits  of 
stamped  leather  or  cut  the  kopeks 
into  bits  of  halves  and  quarters. 

It  was  Peter  the  Great  who  solved 
this  problem  to  the  satisfaction  of 
most  Russians  by  making  a new  kopek 
at  its  right  value,  namely  a copper 
coin  that  weighed  forty-five  times 
as  heavy  as  a silver  one.  Conse- 
quently the  coins  were  large  and  in- 
convenient, but  they  were  dear  to 
the  hearts  of  the  poor  people  who 
loved  honest  value. 

The  new  Russian  ruler  went  on  to 
mint  Gold  pieces  of  single  and 
double  ducats  with  portraits  of  the 
Tzar  on  one  side  and  the  arms  of 
Russia  on  the  other.  Following  the® 
was  another  silver  coin  of  ten  ko- 
peks, quarter  and  half  rubles,  and 
finally  rubles,  while  the  old  coins 
were  gradually  withdrawn.

THE  LEATHER  THAT  WAS  AS 
GOOD  AS  GOLD 

There  was  little  prosperity  in 
Prince  Edward  Island  during  the 
early  nineteenth  century,  for  coin- 
age was  so  scarce  that  the  English 
shilling  was  valued  at  one  shilling 
and  six  pence,  and  worthless  sub- 
stitutes for  money  were  causing  Iosb 
and  confusion  among  the  inhabitants. 

In  the  early  spring  of  the  year 
1836  William  Fitzpatrick,  a 
Charlottetown,  P.E.I.  shoemaker,  de- 
cided to  help  his  townsfolk.  He 
possessed  some  gold  which  he  dared 
not  let  out  of  his  hands,  so  .with 
his  little  hoard  in  a satchel,  he 
hurried  to  the  Treasury  Office  and 
explained  his  plan  to  the  officials 

He  would  issue  a quantity  of  small 
change  by  cutting  and  hand  tooling 
a distinctive  leather  note,  which 
the  Treasury  would  redeem  on  pre- 
sentation. He  would  make  the  equiv- 
alent number  of  notes  to  the  value 
of  his  gold  held  by  the  Treasury, 
and  so  accommodate  his  friends  and 
the  public  at  a time  when  there  was 
no  other  dependable  currency  circu- 
lating in  adequate  amounts. 

It  was  agreed.  Fitzpatrick  left 
his  gold  with  the  Treasury,  and  re- 
turned to  his  little  shop  where  he 
went  to  work  on  his  leather  notes. 
Soon  this  token  currency  was  in  cir- 
culation amongst  the  tradesmen,  far- 
mers and  fishermen  of  Charlottetown, 
accepted  by  all  as  an  honest  medium 
of  exchange  when  precious  English 
currency  was  practically  impossible 
tc  secure. 

Leather  has  been  used  for  many 
purposes  since  those  century-old 
days  when  an  industrious  shoemaker 
of  Charlottetown  turned  it  into 
money,  but  never  in  all  the  years 
has  it  served  a higher  purpose  than 
it  did  during  the  months  when 
Fitzpatrick's  leather  notes  were 
recognized  by  everyone  as  "good  as 
gold."
